FROM CAIRO. 


Cc 

The past four or five days have brought 
around but little change in the condition of 
affairs at Cairo. Troops have been marching 
and remarching and countermarchiag . and 
forming new encampments. Sconts have 
been scouring the enemy's country, and hav- 
irg daily skirmishes, but to-day the grand 
“ Forward Movement,” which is to be the be- 
ginning of a triampha) march toward the city 
cf New Orleans, seems mo nearer accomplish- 
ment than at the time of Cairo’s frat occupa 
tion. The division is strong for defense, but 
not strong enough to fight the barriers at Co- 
lumbua, and along the Tennessecline. And 
no step toward clearing Kentucky of mob re 
bellion car be taken from hereabouts till the 
effective force of this army is very materially 
strengthened. And now that the rebels have 
been permitted to obtain such foothold en the 
vpper Missouri, whereaway the larger part of 
the troope of this department will have to 


concentrate, there seems still less probability 
of an early movement from here. 

Men discuss the news of Col. Malligan’s 
surrender with saddened countenances, But 
the clenched hand and muttered cata speak 
the verdict. “ The loes must be rotrieved, and 
at once.”

Since my last, our troops, except at Fort 
Holt, beve been withdrawn this quarter 
of Kentucky. We have an encampment at 
Fort Jefferson, seven miles below, the 17th 
lilimois, 24 lowa, and Tih lowa constituting 
ithe force. Frem this excampment six or 
eight companies were daily detailed for occa- 
pation of a place called Ellicott’s Mills, three 
miles below. erm dispatches were re 
ceived from Col Oglesby, commanding at 
Norfolk, that the enemy were advanciag in 
torce against bis position. Immediately tae 
troops at Jefferson and below were ordered to 
Col. Ogieshy's reinforcement, and on Tuesday 
night, the time when an atteck seemed most 
imminent, there were nigh ten thousand well 
armed men quictly awaiting the coming of tue 
rebellious devils egainst Norfolk. 

Subeequent scout reports, however, led to 
the conciusion that the enemy were not seri- 
ouely threaten that position, and casanges 
were consequently wade in the disposition of 
the military force of the place. I desire, in 
my correspondence, to conform strictly to 
the epirit and letter of the government order 
regarding the publication of facts Itkely to 
give aid torebell on. I cannot, therefore, say 
what is the present strength of Norfolk; bat 
it wil, perhaps, be po infringement of the 
governmental order to 4 by among the 
troops there stationed can be found the Sth 
and the 22d Illinois and the 7th Iowa, Ca 
Stewart's Alexander County and Capt. + 
men’s Centralia Cavalry, and the s didly 
drilled Artillery of Capt. Taylor.

This “shotgun cavalry,” as Cap- 
tain Noleman face'ieusly styles a cer- 
tain branch of the rebel service, is made up of 
Missouri adventurers, ragged and armed with 
shot-gune apd ordinary rifles, undisciplined 
and withost camping equi; They hare 
no regular organization and live “ around ” as 
gepiiemen Of the road,” depending on steal- 
aes the charity of rebel ¢ympathizers for 
subsistence. And it is againet this class of 
men, of whom Jeff. Thompsoa’s army is maia- 
iy composed, that our picket™ and scouts are 
in the cally practice of engaging. They will 
give po battic unless outoumbering our men 
ten to ope, and at the firet show of determined 
attack will fiy for the swamps and woods wi*h 
which the country arourd Norfolk is covered. 

The Other night fifty men of Capt. Stewart's 
Alexander county cavalry were out scoating 
when they came suddenly on s big gang of 
tnoee fellows. The rebels tock to the timber 
and formed for a fight. Capt. Stewart, not 
backward, pitched i», his men firing their pie 
tole and cutting right and left. The rebels de 
livered one fire and broke, every man for him- 
self, There is no telling what damage was
